It Is one of the pr,'itlest legends of 
ancient Hrllaln — the old (’hrlstmas 
story of tin* ihnrn of (ilastoiihiiry. 
William of .Malineshiiry, the elironicler, 
(old It hundreds of years ago In his 
"Antiques of (ilnslonluiry." It Is re- 
[.ealed often at C'hiisimiis lime In 
Kiigland. 

'rite legend tells how .loseph of .\rl- 
matlien, was so persecuted hy I'ontlus 
I'liale, hecinise he liad laid away the 
body of t’lirlsi in his sepnleluT, that 
ho lied to Haul, carrying with him un- 
der a cloth of mystical white saniite, 
the Holy (iriill. In tiitiil he fomtd Dn> 
Apostle I’hlllii, preaching to the heiith- 

11. , .md he rested with him a few days. 

One night a radiant light awakened 

him. and an angel hade him go to 
Hrilaln and preach the glad tidings to 
King Arvlgutnis; and, where a t'lirlst- 
niiis miraele slumid I'ome to pass, 
D'.ere to liiilld a chitrcli.

THE CURIOUS MISTLETOE 

Something Like 300 Varieties in the 
World — Pink Berrie* Found Only 
on Cedar Trees. 

'There are about tlOO kinds of mistle- 
toe In the world, and each variety 
grows on the hninche.s of trees ami 
has little white or pink berries, says 
St. Nicholas. But the pink berries 
are found on only the cedar trees. The 
mistletoe, unlike other plants, gets no 
food directly from Die ground. In- 
stead, it gets Its nourishment from the 
trees oil which it grows. 

AnoDier curious thing nhoiit the mis- 
tletoe Is that though it blossoms earl- 
ier in the year than the tree on which 
It grows, yet the little herrles do not 
ripen before Deceiither. Maybe that 
Is because It has to steal Its food from 
Die trees, and therefore cannot ripen 
early. 'J'he very name "mistletoe" 
gives .some Idea of Its Inslgnlllcance. 
In the Anglo Saxon language "mist" 
means gloom, and It comes ill mid-win- 
ter. the gloomiest Dine of the year. 

The gathering of mistletoe was a 
vt'iy importaiil l.•e^elllolly among the 
iincient Druids. About live days after 
the new moon they marched in state- 
ly procession lo Die forest and raised 
an altar of straw heiieiilh the finest 
iiilsDetoe-hearIng oak lliey could dad. 
The urch-Hruld would ascend the oak, 
and, with a jeweled knife, remove the 
sacred mistletoe. The others stood hi*- 
iieiiDi (he tree and caught the plant 
upon a white cloth, for. If a portion 
of It touched the earth, II was an oiiieii 
of mlsforttitio to the land.

Another thing; Only 35 pwundsof the 
entire hog— or about 1 /6 th— is usually 
marketed at once. The rest must be 
pickled, cured, or smoked. This takes 
months, and adds to the costs which 
must be met.

His next goal was tlie 18-1 champion- 
ship and for six nionflis ho practiced 
under the eye of his fatlier and then, 
going to France, electrilled the bil- 
liard world liy wresting the title from 
AInnrice Vignaux, the great French 
master, on Jan. 15, 1000. Hoppe won, 
500 to .12.3, averaging 20. 

In fourteen years of championship 
play Hopiie has been beaten only 
twice In challenge matches, once by 
Suttoij and once by Schaefer. 

Father Student of Game. 

There Is no greater student of the 
game than Mr. Hoppe the elder. For 
forty years he watched tho leading 
players of the world and from this 
study evolved a system which Is dif- 
ferent from that of any other player. 
It is tills system whlcli has given 
Willie his supremacy as a balkline 
lihiyer. It is based largely on the 
method in wlilcli the object ball is lilt. 
“Time or timing," says Mr. Hoppe, “is 
tlie gr<>atest Item In billiards," and 
Ids ability in this line lias been a big 
factor In the work of Willie Hoppe, 


Wlllle Hoppe lias again won a bil- 
liard cliaiiiiiimishii) over Hie best ex- 
Iioiicrits of the game In the world, 

Tlicre may be fellons who can play 
a more* brilliant game .than Iloiipe In 
practice. There is no man, nor any 
set of men, who cau beat him In a 
tounianient. 

What is true of every other game 
Is true of hilliards. There are times 
when some men can play hrilllautly 
when then- Is nothing at stake, hut 
It Is the fi'llow wild can iilways play 
hrilliaiiHy who gets money and makes 
the chamiiioiishiiis. Hopjie Is one of 
these. He always plays in oliampion- 
ship form. 

Has Lived RighL 

Tho reason lie does tliat is that he 
has alwa.vs lived in a way to guaran- 
tee con.siunt topnotch play. Ho has 
sacrificed more, proliably, than any 
oHier living billlardl.st, and It shows In 
the result. 

There is no man on earth who. In 
the long run, can beat Hojipe at the 
billiard game, and he has earned the 
right to be the suiireme billiardist of 
his time; be lias worked for it.

HISTORICAL ADDRESS 

From the liistorical address deliv- 
ered by Francis M. Drown, the fol- 
lowing data relative to the lodge is 
obtained : 

Tlie lirst meeting of tlioso inter- 
ested in tlie organization of the lodge 
was held Nov. 30. 1809, in a little 
sliop sliop of the late John W. Hart 
on Front street. Nelson M. Hubert 
was chairman and Darius Smitli sec- 
retary. These two gentlemen with 13 
others voted to apply for a ohgrter. 
They were obligated in St. John’s hall. 
Boston, on Dec. 17, 1869, the charter 
members being: Nelson M. Hubert. 
Darius Smith, James T. Pease, Reu- 
ben Tirrell, P. Henry Linton, Augus- 
tus A. LinJton, Augustus T. Cushing, 
Christopher T, B.iiley, John W. Hart 
Franklin A, Nasli, tieorge I’. I,yoii, 
Elliridge 'P. Richards, Rcnjamin F. 
Uohinsoii, Cliarles Radcliff and 

noniinick A. Hart. Of these only 
three. ai’o living, .Messrs. Sniilli, l^ease 
and 'I’irrell 

Lodge meetings were lirsl lield in 
Rtnney’s liall at I.iiicoln Square, hut 
tills Iniilding and otliers were des- 
troyed liy fire Sept. 1.'',. 1870, ami the 
lodg,. lost everything. Regular meet, 
ings, how( ver. contimied lirst in Wil. 
lianis liall in the Iniilding now oceii- 
liied hy G I!. Kemi)!. Tlicn in tlie 
inesent Gazett,. iniilding wliicli then 
stood oil the sill- of Hie 'I'lifts Public 
l-ilirary. Later in Hie Raker .Ani- 
Ider hall nearliy, and linally in Hie 
Weymouth Savings Rank Iniilding, 
Hie present quarters. 

Dlirillg the.se aO visirs over $2.'i,000 
lia.s lieen paid in relief and Ik iiofils 
to nieniliers. and faniili(>s of deceased 
inemiK-rs liave received many Hioii- 
saiids in insurance. Higli water inarki 
in attendance was 310, tlq, iiresent 
meniliersliip being ISO, 

.Members of tlie lodge liave lieen 
Iiromiiienl in town affairs, and in tlie 
liusiness world, and Hie lodge lum 
jiarticiiiated in many of Hie parades 
and cclehralioiis in Hio town.

NEWS REVIEW OF 
CURRENT EVENTS 

Supreme Court Deals Hard Blow 
to the Wets and They Stand 
Up to Get Another. 

NOW ATTACKING AMENDMENT 


Attorney General Palmer Perauadea 
the Packet j to Abandon Their Side 
Lines — Flume Agreement Blocked 
by D’Annunzio’# Troopa — Grow- 
ing Sentiment for Peace 
Treaty Compromise.

l.lke a real tniRwly to a great many 
citizens of the United States wa.s the 
chief event of the past week — the deel- 
slo.i of the .Supreme court of the Unit- 
ed Stales upholding the constitutional- 
ity of tlie war-time prohibition act. 
It was a severe blow not only for the 
men who hojx'd to renew their fn.st 
dwindling stipplles of “private stock" 
ticfore .Tnnunry 1(5, when the constltu- 
llonnl prohlliition amendment goes In- 
to efftn’t, nnd to the dealers who had 
hoped-for a chance to' dispose of their 
vast stores of liquors, hut also to many 
hanks that had made loans on whisky 
certihentes totalling perhaps $100,000,- 
•<>00. It was estimated that the govern- 
faent would lose In taxes about $(5(X),- 
<XK>,000, and that the loss In phyBl<*al 




would he .$‘J0O.00O,(M>O. The total was 
roughly put at it hillion and a half 
«if dollars. 

The cases decidtHl were those of the 
Kentucky Distilleries and Warehouse 
f.ompiin.v of lytiulsville, Ky., and Dr.v- 
foos, Ilium & Co. of New York, Instl- 
tutwl for the purpose of conii>elllng 
Ihe goveniinent to release whisky 
trom bond. 

In both cases the court denied con- 
lentlons of Kllhii Itoot and other at- 
torneys for the tllstlllerle.s that the act, 
In violation of tlie constitution, takes 
jirivatc property without Just compen- 
sation ; that the period of the war 
emergency, for which the act was 
f'assed, had terminated ; that the law 
was an Interference with the state po- 
illce powers and an undue exercise of 
the war powers of congress^ 

The war-time act, the court held, Is 
not confiscatory, asserting that more 
than seven months were given distil- 
lery to dispose of their stocks, which 
lime the court believed to be adequate. 
I’he act also was not repealed, the 
'Court held, by the prohibition constitu- 
tional amen(]ment, which, It asserted, 
Ik binding not only in peace, but also 
Id war times. 

The wets did not give up all hope, 
but at once went to work on new 
lines, “previously prepared.” The Re- 
sell Liquor Dealers' association of New 
Jersey and the state of Rhode Island 
both asked the Supreme couil for per- 
■ntsslon to institute original proceed- 
ings to have the national prohibition 
umendment declared unconstitutional 
and to enjoin federal ofllclals from 
•enforcing It. Rhode Island Is one of 
<be states that did not ratify the 
amendment, and the present action 
waa taken by direction of the leglsla- 
>iDre. These attacks on the amendment 
-are based on the allegation that It 
violates the fifth amendment to the 
•constitution, which prohibits the tak- 
'Ing of private property without Just 
-comitenaatlon. and also uu the charge 
that It Is an Interference with the 
*tate police itowers. 

Another attempt to r«|>eal the war- 
time prohibition law was made in con- 
gress. but the house agriculture com- 
luittee rejHjrted unfavorably on the hill 
by a vote of 1C to 3. Representative 
Itutney of Illinois made the only argu- 
ment for repeal, urging that the wet 
l*eriod should be allowed, so the per- 
sons of small means could lay In a 
stork of liquor for medicinal pur- 
poses. and the government could Col- 
lett $'A).ooo.(W0 in rf’venue taxes. 


ers. and la.st week It was announced 
that the latter had agret'd. admittedly 
tinder government pressure, to dlscanl 
all their Interests except those directly 
connected with the handling of the 
nation's supply of nifat. More than a 
billion dollars will he Involved in the 
disposing of the side lines the packers 
have been handling, ^ut It Is stated 
the hulk of their husine.ss will not he 
affected. The “tinscramhllng" process 
really began last summer when Swift 
& Co. gave up their leather business 
and their foreign busine.ss to new com- 
panies. 

Reorganization of the packers is ex- 
pcctevl to follow virtually the plan of 
breaking up the Standard Oil company 
and the method provided in the Inter- 
national Harvester company agrets 
ment In 1918. Of course, the primary 
object of the department of Justice 
In this Is to bring about a lowering of 
prices of foodstuffs. Whether or not 
this win be tlie result Is uncertain. The 
representatives of the packers were 
noncommittal on this point, and many 
persons were of opinion that there 
would be a tendency to Increase prices 
through abolition of the control that 
now exists. If the process 'of unscram- 
bling does no more financial harm to 
the packers than It has done to capl- 
tnllsts In previous Instances, they ne«^d 
not worry on that score. 

At the opening of the week the news 
was cabled from Flume that D’Annun- 
zio was to hand over that city at once 
to regtilar Italian troops, commanded 
by (Senenil ('avlligla, former minister 
of war, and that France, Great Britain 
anti Italy had agreed that Italy shotild 
have complete sovereignty over Flume 
and that all the provisions of the pact 
of London would be carried out. The 
itiieKeii ngri-emenr was not confirmtKl, 
hikI nt this writing D'Annunzio Is still 
holding the city. The truth seems to 
be that he was asked to give it up on 
the promise by the Italian government 
that It would be held by regulars, at 
least until the Adriatic question was 
finally settled. Rut a large part of his 
garri.son is strongly objecting to this 
arrangement. His officers and soldiers 
are living In luxury there, receiving 
much higher pay than they woyld as 
part of the regular army, and prospects 
for work In Italy are had. Consequent- 
ly they Insist that they be permitted 
to remain ns the garrison, and the 
task of ousting them promises to be 
difficult. 

Just what the London conference 
discussed nnd what decisions It reach- 
ed, if any. Is not known at this time, 
as no official statement has been Is- 
sned. Doubtless there was a lot of talk 
about the peace treaty deadlock In 
the American senate, and certain Eu- 
ropean correspondents were Insistent 
in their ns.sertions that the Rrltlsli 
and French were ready and willing to 
accept any reasonable reservations the 
senate might make In order to assure 
the co-operatlon of America. The Eu- 
ropean diplomats realize the urgent 
need for an early declaration of peace, 
say these correspondents, and one of 
them asserts that Ambassador Jus- 
serand for weeks has been trying to 
see President Wilson to assure him 
that the senate’s reservations are ac- 
ceptable to France. 

Meanwhile the sentiment In congress 
In favor of a compromise is growing 
stronger dally, though the president 
and the Republican majority continue 
to "pas-s the buck" back and forth. 
Senator Underwood, who Is a candi- 
date for the place of minority leader 
In opposition to Senator Hitchcock, 
came forward as an advocate of “peace 
at any price." He said that the presi- 
dent, when he declared he had no con- 
cession of any kind to offer and that 
alt the responsibility rested on the Re- 
publicans. was merely giving notice to 
the senators to get busy and compro- 
mise among themseltes before asking 
him to compromise. &Ir. Hitchcock 
proitosed the appointment of a con- 
ciliation committee fur compromise In 
a spirit of give and take. Senator 
Knox again attempted to have the sen- 
ate sidetrack the League of Nations 
and pass a resolution ratifying the 
treaty “lu so far as it restores the 
status of peace between the United 
States end Germany," but he was 
blocked by objections.

Late reports 
said their proofs of this inability were 
so strong that experts of the allies 
were disposed to consider an offer to 
reduce the amount to 200,000 tons. 

Germany’s chief internal trouble 
just now Is financial. The premium 
loan, by which It was lioped to raise 
five billion marks, was a failure, and 
some of the papers assert that open 
bankruptcy Is not far distant 

Austria is starving. That grim fact 
has lioen estnbllshcHl by the testimony 
of numerous persons, nnd It appears 
to be up to the United States to supply 
the food for that unfortunate nation. 
All the other nations of central Europe 
ore suffering ‘only In loss degree, and 
Herbert Hoover, who known more 
about the foreign fond situation than 
anyone else, proposes that the great 
surplus of wheat and Hour held by the 
grain corporation be sold to them on 
credit 

The Russian bolshevikl and the E«- 
thnnlans In conference at Dorpat are 
not arriving very rapidly at an amica- 
ble understanding. The Esthonlans 
suspect the Russians of treacherous 
designs, nnd in addition there are ru- 
mors that France la Intervening in 
the Baltic against the soviet govern- 
ment. In the field the bol.shevlkl had 
more victories to report. Including the 
capture of Kiev, capital of the 
Ukraine, from General Dcnlklne’s 
troops. They al.so occupied Kupiansk, 
southeast of Kharkov. 

The United States nnd Great Britain 
have become Involved In an unpleas- 
ant controversy over the treaty by 
which virtually a British protectorate 
over Persia has been established. A 
Teheran paper accused the United 
Slates of having abandoned Persia, 
whereupon our legation there Issued a 
statement this country bad done itg 
utmost to befriend Persia but that the 
net of some Persian authorities in con- 
cluding the treaty with England Had 
Indicated that they did not desire the 
friendship of the United States In the 
future. 

British Foreign Minister Curzon baa 
taken extreme exception to this state- 
ment as being undiplomatic, unfriend- 
ly nnd even hostile, and asks that the 
Impression made by It be corrected in 
Persia by our state departmenL In 
the reply from Washington It la plain- 
ly stated that the United States will 
not, at the present time, approve of 
the Anglo-Perslan treaty. 

According to wbnt Is called authen- 
tic Information from the highest 
aources, the government will not re- 
turn the railroads to private owner- 
ship on January 1, but will continue to 
operote them until March 1, or per- 
haps for a month longer. This waa 
good news for everybody and served 
to remove the apprehension that tbs 
return would be made before congress 
had passed the needed legislation, 
which certainly would result In the ' 
paralysis of transportation and bnal- 1 
neas and In great general financial ! 
loss. There Is no Immediate prospect

Roaches will not frequent rooms un- 
less they find some nvailnide food ma- 
terial. If such materials can be kept 
frttm the living rooms nnd offleor or 
Bcrnpulons care Is cxon-istni to see 
that no such material Is placed In 
drawers where It can leave an at- 
tractive odor or fragments of food, 
the roach nuisance can he restricted. 

The most elficlent remedies for the 
control of roaches are powders, par- 
ticularly sodium tluorld, a liberal dust- 
ing of which nbou. the premises will 
furnish a sufllclent means for tlie 
elimination of the pest. The sodium 
fluorld should he blown Into the crev- 
ices with a dust gun or blower. The 
Immediate effect Is to cause these In- 
sects to come out of their retreats and 
rush about more or less blindly, show- 
ing unmistakable signs of discomfort, 
to he followed In a few hours by tbclr 
death.

PIE NEEDS NO SUGAR

Obeese Is commonly regarded as an 
appetizer and a seasoning for other 
foods, but it is also a very satlsfaatory 
substitute for meat. It Is rich in pro- 
tein nnd energy, and contrary to a pre- 
vailing impressloD, it Is easily digested. 
RxteDslve digestion experiments ear- 
rietl on by the depavtinent of agricul- 
ture have demonstrated that more 
than 95 per cent of the protein of 
cheese Is digestible and 00 per cent 
of Its energy Is available. As roinpared 
with meat it has advantage of being 
able to keep long In storage nnd con- 
tains much food in a small volume. 
A pound of cheese supplies more than 
twice as much energy as a pound of 
fowl or round slea , snd almost twicu 
as much protein as the same amount 
of fowl or ham. Cheese, therefore. Is 
usually a cheaper food than the meats.

toric cataclysm. It sniipnsed, dl- ! 
verted the conr.se of Ihe stream and 
hurled the falls and Ihe old river bed 
level with the surrounding country. j 

"Canada’s gnnilest asset today Is Its , 
land," said one of the canal engineers, j 
"If Is the 'bread linsket’ of Ihe emidrc. | 
Its greatest (l(>velo|im(‘nt In the next , 
few y(*ars will come from th(» settlers I 
swarming In to make homes on Its ' 
vast nncullivnl(*(l areas. Bnt If this 
ancient source of wnter power had re- 
mained In existence and wholly on 
Caniullnn soil. It might hnve advanced 
the clock of Canada’s liidn.strlal des- 
tiny n century or so.

The grave of this hurled Niagara Is 
half a mile from Ihe escarpment of 
the present Canadian falls. A deep, 
canyoiillke valley, through which the 
ship canal passes where Klght-MIle 
creek once meandered on lt»* way to 
I*nke Ontario, Is believed to have been 
Ihe he<l of tlie prehistoric river which 
furnished the waters of the giant fulls 
their outlet to the sea.
